My dear Dr. Robinson:- 


I would like to write to you in the strictest 
confidence and would not care for what I am about to say to be re- 
peated. After I received your letter, I wrote to one of the lead- 
ing members of the Independent Board of Foreign Missions, asking 
for his assistance in composing a suitable and adequate presenta- 
tion of the purpose and plans of the Independent Board, as you re- 
guested for the Presbyterian. I was astonished to receive a let- 
ter from him,in reply,that he .did. not think it was wise to write 
such an article for the Presbyterian, as its appearance there under 
my name might be misunderstood. This is a great disappointment to 
me soo. think the one to whom I wrote is absolutely in error in such 
judgment, and that your courteous invitation should be replied to 
with such an article as you have suggested. However, I do not want 
to cause any trouble in this new Board and I am acquiescing in his 
suggestion. I am writing him, however, again today, telling him 
how emphatically I disagree with his judgment. Of course, I could 
go ahead and write this, but I do not want to do it under such con- 
ditions. lI am very, very sorry. 


I must say, myself, that I think your paper is 
of increasing value, and I appreciate the openness and freedom and 
firmness with which its editorial policy is carried on. I trust 
you will understand the spirit in which I have written this letter, 
and I only wish I could say that I believe my contribution will, 
nevertheless, be soon forthcoming, but I doubt it. The next time 
I have an invitation to write for somebody, I think I shall keep 
it to myself until the article is written.

Dear Dr. Robinson: 

I was rather surprised recently when I learned of the election 
of Rev. Charles J. Woodbridge as Secretary of the new Independent Board of 
Foreign Missions. Am I mistaken in thinking that Mr. Woodbridge has been 
quite committed to the Buchman Movememt? Certainly I had that impression 
before he went to the field, and it was one of the questions in our mind 
whether his general attitude was such that it would hinder his fellowship 
with the others. I confess I do not know definitely about this. I 
wonder if you know, for if it is so, someone ought to call the attention 
of the brethren of the Independent Board to this fact. Christianity 
Today has taken sharp exception to the Buchman Movement, and it might be 
very humiliating for Mr. Woodbridge or for the Board if he really is 
committed to it. I am not sure whether you have contacts with any of 
the brethren around Dr. Machen, but I should think it would be worth 


looking into and would be a kindness all around if this were cleared before

My dear Dr Robinson, 


Many thanks for yours of November 27th which 
has reached me this morning, the last day of my sixty-ninth year: 
Tomorrow I pass the seventieth milestone, 


It is true that I have been bowled over. rE 
attempted to start my work again on October 22nd, but it was 
found necessary that there should be further restriction. At 
the present time that restriction means two services a week. 

I am to continw my Friday night lectures at Westminster, and 
preach once on Sunday. All outside work is cancelled. 

My doctors tell me there is nothing organically wrong; simply 
and purely an overstrained machine, I am quite conscious of 
the accuracy of their diagnosis; and so, whereas in some senses 
it is not easy to be obedient, I am doing so with contentment, 
on the conviction of necessity. 


As to the "Presbyterian", by all means use 
any of those questions that appeal to you, That reminds 
me that I believe you see our “Westminster Record", I mean the 
present little magazine. If so, you will find I am doing 
questions and answers there occasionally. Perhaps some of 
these would be of use to youl, As to sending you a sermon or 
article, I don't quite see how I can do it; unless you cared to 
reprint in the "Presbyterian" some sermon which has appeared 
in this same "Record", If you care tddo it, I shall be very 
happy to help in that way. 


It is splendid to read of*Queen Anne” and the 
Princess. I am glad to say Kathleen is marvellously well, 
and Pamela Gwen is also progressing finely,
